SWIM FOR LIVES WHEN 


BOAT UPSETS IN FLOOD 


Canal Lewisville Men Have Narrow 


Escape from Drowning While 
Ferrying Across Tuscarawasto 
Glass Plant Tuesday Moning

figured in a thrilling escape from drowning 
Tuesday 
morning 


when a boat they were ferrying across the Tusearawas river sprang 
a leak and capsized. 


The men were on their way to work at the glass plant and on 


account of tiie swollen condition of the river, were almost a quart- 
er of a mile from shore when the hoar upset and threw both occu- 
pants into the icy fiood. 


"With the aid of the oars both n.f-n managed to reach shallow 


water after a hard struggle. 


Both Sla-neman and Cramblett are strong swimmers but hamp- 


ered by their heavy clothing., they were 
completely 
exhausted 


when they reached the shore. 


A Leaky Boat 


Each morning the men row 


across the river from their homes 
to the glass plant, where they are 
employed, and when they started 
Tuesday morning 
they 
noticed 


that the boat 
leaked slightly. 


However, they did not tliink there 
was any danger nntil they were 
far out in the stream which, at 
the present time, is about a half 
mile wide at -that point. 


Oars Are Lifesavers 


The boat began to fill rapidly 


with water and before they could 
reach shallow water it .sank. The 
oars drifted toward the men who 
were struggling in the water and 
by swimming with the aid of the 
oars, they managed to reach the 
shore. 


Little the Worse

•homeland given warm clothing. 
Although

men suffered 


somewhat from the shock of the 
icy water they were reported lit- 
tle the worse for their thrilling 
experience Tuesday night.
